Britain 
from EEC

Britain will receive £27I1m 
over the next few days from 
rhe EEC in partial reimburse. 
ment of its contribution to the 
Communiyr budget last year, 
the European Commission an- 
noungced today. 

Added to the first repayment 
of £98m announced at the cond 
of Deceraber ıkis means Lhat 
Britain wil! have received 53 
per cent of the total refund of 
£7O3m on its 1980 budger can- 
tribution promised under the 
agreemenr reached bv EEC 
foreigr ministers last May. 

The Governmeut expects an- 
other substantial part of the 
refund to be paid in March 
leaying only about 20 per cent 

owing, which will bs released 
later in the year. 

Thiş timetable is in line with 
the Governments desire that 
the bulk of each anual refund 
should be paid by the end of 
its own financial year, which 
runs from April to April. 

Of the total refund for 1980, 
£281m will be a straight rebate, 
and the reoıaining £422m will 
consist. of EEC-financed expen- 
diture on public invesıment 
projects in Britain, particularly 
in_less developed regions. The 
EEC money will meet between 
20 and 30 per cent of the cost 
af the projects concerned.. 

The money made available so 
far under the second heading 
is earmarked, for development 
programmes in Wales and the 
north we<t of England. 

The refund of Britain's 1981 
budget contribution will amount

The changes bring into the 
Government yaung tetbIOcrals 
wha, ir is hoped, will increase 
the efficiency of industry and 
food production. Many of the 
new names are lirtle knowr Out’ 
side the country although they 
are replacing some of the 
longest-serving members of the 
Communist Party. 

The past year has been one 
of atrocious ilforrune in 
Vietnam not only for industry 
but for agriculture with up to 
40 per cent of the rice crop in 
the north lost to typhoons. 

Over the past twa months 

Vie:nam has admirred publicly 
whar analysts had known for 
some timemthat the second 
five-year plan, 1976-80, was a 
failure, particularly in agricul. 
ture. 
The changes are designed to 
bring in men who are more 
flexible in the application vf 
sacialist principles, and ready 
to aoply techniques aimed at 
buildioz socialism with a 
Vietnamese face. Judging by 
recenr policy statements, the 
intention is to give freer range 
to individual effort tn help pull 
Viemam out of its vicious cycle 
of poverty and under-develop.

Among 
the many fine photographs of 
stars, sets and celebrities from 
old Hollşwood there are such 
forgotten pieces of trivia as 
the copper-prinred promotioa 
leaflet from rhe King Kong 
lauach and pictures showing 
rhe difference between tille 
sequcnces of Gone With The 
Wind. Ir is bufiery gone mad, a 
crazy, extravagant record of a 
compulsion to compile which 
landed, by chance, or the life 
of David Selzuick. While 
applauding the indus and 
the standards of perfection, 
there is something about the 
sinister devoüou of it all 
which  obtrudes. Like a Selz 
nick film, Havers vulgar elab- 
aration has got in the way of 4 
good story. 

More telling about the grit, 
rather than the gloss, of Hol 
Iywood is Linda Rosenkrantz 
and Christopher Finch's collec 
rion of facts and figures about 
Jife in the film colony.

David O. Selmick’s

Gone Hollywood

David O. Selznick, the Holly- 
wood producer who generated, 
among other films, Gone With 
The Wind and King Kong, is 
best remembered for his com- 
mercial nose, his brash extrav- 
agance, his singlemindedness, 
and a certain literary preten- 
sion. The same might be said 
of this lavish record of his 
career. It is not a biography of 
Selznick, nor is it an appraisal 
of his films. It is yer another 
history of Hollywood hung 
around a single figure. 

Selznick is a fair person to 
have chosen for the purpose. 
Born into a show business farm- 
ily, he married Louis B. 
Mayer's daughter, worked for 
nearly all the major studios 
and, in 1935, started on a 
highly successful series of 
independent productions. With 
Darryl F. Zanuck and Irving 
Thalberg, be is one of the few 
Hollywood money men to ele- 
vate the role of producer to an 
art. 
For Ronald Haver, Selznick 
is not simply a historic figure 
whose life would make an 
enjoyable read. The world of 
David Selznick has become the 
subject of a passion of dubious 
health. Havers obsession with 
him became allengrossing and 
this absurd book is a testament 
to thar childhood craze which 
grew into something approach’ 
ing a religious ques. 

The empty and spiritually 
unatrached Haver was first 
attracted towards the light of 
David O. Selznick when, during 
a long illness and confnement 
to bed, his mother encouraged 
him to read Margaret Mit: 
chêll's Gone With The Wind. 
Haver fouud it “the most 
engrossing piece pf fiction I 
had erer read, light vears 
ahead of the. Hardy Boys and 
Treasure Island”.

zhouzh irs influence is very 
percepuble. The most highly 
regarded of  Ashbec's work 
these daxs, righuly, is his fine 
meralwork, Particularly the 
beaten silver, Here, and in his 
related jewelry, he had ar in- 
exiausrible fund of decorative 
ideas, but allied with a strong 
fecling for massing and overall 
carstruction {even on a Very 
small scaled, so that his 
rankards, cruets, muffin-dishes 
and such, as wel] as his more 
imposing ceremonial silver, all 
have satisfying profiles from 
whatever angle one looks ar 
zhem—clearly ir was not for 
mathing that he originally 
tained and continued through- 
aut his lite to practise as an 
architect. 

Ashbee’s furniture, to my 
taste, is considerably less 
accomplished: here the classic 
fluted legs sort ill with the 
chunky, arts-and-erafts shapes 
of the rest, But the books 
Ashbee created jor his own 
Essex House Press look very 
sood. It has Jong been the 
fashion to dismiss Ashbee's 
tYpe-designs as aberrant because 
they were so eclectic in their 
incorporation of hints from all 
aver, but it must be admitted 
ıhat as laid out by him and 
combined with his own black- 
and-white illustrations in (most 
ambitiouslş) the Prayer Book of 
Edward VII they seem perfectly 
fitted to their place in his own 
personal kind of the Book 
Beautiful. 1 

After the collapse of the 
guild in 1907 Ashbee stayed on 
in the. Cotswolds for some years, 
increasingly our of touch with 
the posrwar world; some of his 
guildsmen, more successfully,

C. R. Ashbee, cvidently, was 
nne of thuse people who could 
provole only extreme reac- 
LonSs : In purson he stems to 
have been either adored or 
detested, and much the same 
has gone lur hiş work, ar least 
luring the periods since his 
heyday when iı has been con- 
sıdered at all. He was, clearly, 
an English cecentric. ky farma- 
ron le was a Cambridge 
aethete, bur under the :nfiu- 
cence ui Edward Carpenter he 
dereloptd a mildly fautastiec 
cmt ct the working lad (whom 
he was. admittedly, rather likely 
to uanstorm in us imazinarion 
ınto a Greek god, particularly 
wien encountered aude in the 
Midst of the Cotswold country- 
«ide). But uulike most such 
dreamers of the 1890s he ser 
wut tO do samething practical 
about his fantasies, by forming 
ıu the East End a Guıid of 
Handicraft which would gather 
toguber and train talented 
Young workers and, he hoped, 
offer a viable alternative to the 
industrial revolution both in the 
nay of life it proposed and in 
the crafts it produced. 

it warked rather better, and 
longer, than most such ventures 
largely becausc of Ashbee’s own 
talents as a designer of grear 
versatility, and because of the 
worldly wisdom thar was buried 
soméwhere in his complex 
nature. This latter eaabled him 
to deal with all classes of men 
when it suited his purpose, 
negotiate the risky and appar- 
ently quixotic move in 1902 of 
the whole guild from the Mila 
End Road to Chipping Camp- 
den, and keep it going in its new 
environment for five productive 
vears. Ir is this period in Ash- 
ces carser which provides the 
central matter for a fascinating

Maggie Smith: moving 


Maggie Smith is home again. 
After four years at Stratford, 
“inuario, during which seasons 
she collected more glowing 
reviews from visiting British 
drama criuices than she'd ever 
enjoyed when resident in Lon- 
dan. she is now back in the 
West End in the first new role 
she's created in a decade, the 
anl new play she ever did in 
Canada and the only one she’s 
ever brought back to England. 
It is of course Edna O'Brien's 
Wnof biography Virginia, 
which opens ar the Theatre 
Royal, Haymarket. next Thurs- 
day with its original Ontario 
casr under the direction of 
Robin Phillips, who has also 
just cut his ties to that Cana- 
dian Stratford. 

„Originally the plan was for 
Virginia to play the Haymarket 
in repertoire with the Peter 
Ustinov Lear ; in the chaos sur- 
raunding the Phillips departure 
fram Ontario (to be replaced 
by a gang-of-four local manage- 
ment who have themselves now 
been „replaced without ever 
managing a single season) that 
plan was abandoned, and Miss 
Smith wil now be giving her 
Virginia nightly until the end 
of April, though there will, in 
deference to rhe size of the 
role, be ng matinées : 

“IT suppose in one way itr ‘is 
rather feeble, I mean people 
nnce managed to play Hamlet 
twice daily, but malinées are 
sn awful now, you don't even 
seem to get a decent cup of 
tea, and I really dort think TU 
could play a ‘role jike this 
eight times a week even for 
three months without cracking 
up; in Canada it was always in 
repertoire last summer.” 

But apart from the declining 
#randards of matinêe teas, Eng- 
land looks to Miss Smith. 
much as she left it: she has of 
course been back in the mean-

Vaccine damage liability 
From Mrs Rosemary! Fox 


Sir, When serious injury resulrs 
from medical intervention, many 
doctors argue thar there should not 
be legal action, or campaigns, to 
secure campensatian. In their view 
all disability is equal and should be 
catered for under the stare system 
of disability benefits. 

This argument would only be 
acceptable if rhe state could afford 
to pay to all disabled people the 
amount they would be awarded in 
court following an accurate assess- 
ment of their necds—in which case, 
of course, campaigns and legal 
action wonld cease overnight. Since 
it is highly unlikely thar rhe state 
wîll ever be able to pav disabiliry, 
benefits at this level, healthy indi- 
viduals on whom injurv is inflicted 
have a perfect risht to pursue com- 
pensation claims based on the cause 
of injury to provide adecuatelv for 
their needs and the law lıas always 
recognized rhis right. 

One of the campaigns criticized 
by dnetors in vour'columns is that 
for vaccine damaged children. The 
Pearson Commission recommended, 
and Parliament accepted, that they 
have a special claim to compensa- 
tion because they have been placed 
at risk in rhe interests of the health 
of the public generally. 

Doctors may nft xee anything 
umique about their qdlicability,; but 
the parents who produced them as 
healthv children. and who now suf- 
fer financial and emotional hard- 
ship do. The Garernms2nt refusal ta 
par comnensarion ics penaliring 
these families for the second time. 

lt would be intcresting to dis- 
caver if those who argue against 
cnmnensation cluims hased on cause 
of injury would, if seriously iniured 
themselves, clismiss all thought of 
redress and be satisfied with state 
benefits.

THE CHALLENGE TO PRESIDENT GISCARD 


Even if they do not, however, 
it need not necessarily hurt 
M_ Mitterrand because he is 
following a. different strategy 
from that of 1974.
